• There -has been a. feeenfir realiza- 
tion of the competitive 
possibilities 


of fuel oil because it could be visual- 
ized burning in the -same ectulpment 
-which formerly used coa). 
In the 


past"- -fuel -oil .menaces have-been 
caused chiefly by the high cost of 
coal. .The present invasion of fuel oil 
is' made possible by the low price of 
petroleum.- It 
vras" brought about 


largely by the simultaneous discov- 
ery in 1923 of six record-breaking 
pools. All of these reached the peak 
of their

month's of each other and contributed

Instead of the interests ol the coal 


producer and the oil producer being 
in- conflict they really are identical.

into tne boiler-fuel market is a very

'Oil and coal are suffering

In the General Market the Increase 


Merely Showing Enlargement In 
Kmulremehts at Furnaces of Steel

Except tor the speeding up •which

This 
increased activity at furnace plants 
had 'the effect, however, of adding 11,- 
830 tons to the regional tonnage of 
the week preceding and raising that 
of last week to 96,440 tons.

ed a material betterment In the coke 
trade.

The promise of a revival ot the use 


of wind power oh a large scale is 
made by the frugal French, who see 
in its use a way to save money saw 
being spent for

for some months eminent French 


engineers have- dally ridden to the 
top of the 
Eiffel 
Tower in Paris, 


where they have established an ex-

windmill, with 18 or 30 *hort blades, 
they have designed and- adopted a 
windmill with two huge blades, each 
50 to 70 feet long. Such a windmill

A series of these gigantic wind 


power plants will be built on the 
crest of Mtf Ventoux, 5,000 feet above 
sea level, where tte wind is nearly 
constant.
